Pra@nix (Ariz.,) Aug. 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] During the prelimin- 
ary examination today of John Rhodes, 
accused of being one of,.the murderers 
of Thomas Graham on August 2, Mrs. 
Graham, wife of the murdered man, at- 
tempted to shoot the defendant, and 
was prevented only by an accident. 

At 3:80 p.m., as the trial was in prog- 
ress before Justice Huson in the Court- 
house, Mrs. Graham, who was fifteen 
feet from the prisoner, sprang from her 
chair, drew a 45-caliber revolver and 
rushing to Rhodes placed the pistol 
against his breast and pulled the trig- 
ger, but the pistol missed fire. She had 
the pistol in her reticule on entering 
the courtroom. The hammer of the pis- 
tol caught in the reticule and wedged 
so tight that she could wat again 
cock it. 

There was a mad rush from the court- 


room. Lawyers and reporters got 
under tables. Officers rushed to the 
rescue. Sheriff Montgomery took the 


pistol away with the assistance of s¢v- 
eral deputies after a desperate struggie. 

The lady pleaded for a gun to shoot 
Rhodes. The justice ordered her./re- 
moved from the courtroom, but she re- 
turned to male a second attempt, when 
her. father, Rev. Mr. Milton, a Baptist 
minister, took her to the hotel. 

There is much excitement and the 
officers are uneasy for the safety of the 
prisoner. The examination began on 
Monday and but eight out of fifty-six 
witnesses have been examined. The 
hearing will last all the week. 

Ed Tewksbury, who surrendered to 
the Sheriff of Gila county, is expected 
here tomorrow.

What the Health Authorities are Doing in 
Regard to Smallpox. 

San Francisco, Aug. 9.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.} Health Officer James 
W. Keeney received an‘important com- 
munication today from Dr. C. A. Rug- 
gles, recently appointed Medical In- 
spector of the State Board of Health: 
Dr. Ruggles has just returned from Vic- 
toria, B. C., where he was sent to ascer- 
tain the exact condition of the smallpox 
epidemic in British Columbia. He is 
now at Ashland, Or., and says that 
many cases of smallpox exist in nearly 
every large town in British Columbia. 
He writes that he has reliable informa- 
tioa of the existence of fifty-eight cases 
in the pesthouse at Victoria, two cases 
having been discovered since August 1,

"MILLIONS IN FRUIT. 


A ‘California With Vast 
Possibilities. 


William H. Mitts ~ a Plan for In- 
creasing Many Times the Mar- 
ket for the States’ Great - 

Bruit Crops 


Sy Telegraph to. The. Times. 

San Aug. 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] -J.S. Emery of Oak- 
land presifed.at othe monthly 
of eet State Board of Trade today. 

William H. Mills outlined a plan for 
increasing the market for California 
fruits. He showed that in 1891, 251,- 
/216 tons of fruit h been shipped 
from this State by the 
line to such points of sale as made it 
possible to reach only about 5,000,000 
people. Perhaps 15,000 tons had gone 
by sea, and as a result of his researches 
he was sure that at least 300,000 tons 
of California fruit had been sold in 
1891. In.1892 he believed that the 
value of the fruit crop of «the State, in- 
cluding all its’ forms, wine, raisins and 
dried and fresh fruits, would reach $50,- 
000,000, and this when under the pres- 
ent methods only one tenth of the pop- 
ulation of America was accessible asa 
market. 

“The measure of the market for early 
perishable products,’ said Mr. Mills, 
‘is the number of people to whom they 
can be conveyed in sound, eatable con- 
dition.. You have sent thousands of 
tons of fruit right by the doors of per- 
sons in lowa, Kansas, Missouri and 
other states who would gladly have pur- 
chased it, simply because it has come 
to be akabit to consider Chicago the 
depot. So adjust yourtrainservice ani 
so build your cars that you can send out 
many trains every day on fast time, 
that may stop at-every hamlet and 
city. and leave such fruit as may be de- 
sired, and in a short time you can have 
50,000,000 people customers and 
can sell 8,000,000 tons of fruit 
every year if so much can 
be raised. Fruit growing is to 
be the basic industry California. It 
is only just coming into use as food. 
The demand wil! rapidly increase when 
certainty of supply and reasonableness 
in price can be assured. 

“California fruit ships better than 
any other. Trade in it should be con- 
ducted precisely as that in oysters from 
Baltimore has been. Special cars and 
general distribution on quick time will 
put California fruit, ripened on the 
trees, into every family in the country, 
and the demand will grow as the popu- 
lation grows. Then there can be no 
limit to the demand and if the plan sug- 
gested can be put into operation every 
acreof landin this State capable of 
supporting trees will soon have its pros- 
perous occupant, and the brightest 
future under the sun will have been 
reached.”’ 

Mr. Mills will resume his subject the 
second Tuesday in September when he 
will present a schedule under which the 
plan may at once be made operative. 

The board appointed Eugene J. 
Gregory, L. C. McAfee, and E. W. Mas- 
lin a committee to consult with the 
Wells-Fargo and other ppon 
ae. of the Mi lls plan.

The Liberal Leader’s First Speech at

Clever Tactics on the Part of tho

He Manages to Avoid Showing His Hand 
to the Tories and at the Same Time 
Satisfies His Irish 4 
Allies,

Lonpox, Aug. 9.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] In the House of Com- 
mons today the first matter taken up 
was the case of Egan, the Invincible, 
sentenced to imprisonment under the 
Crimes Act, The Home Secretary said 
he could not hold out hopes of Egan's 
release soon. 


Lowther, Parliamentary Sectetary of 
the Foreign Office, announced that the 
British East Atrica Company had in- 


structed its oflicers to leave Uganda by 
August 81. 

Gladstone now begat his speech. 
against the government. He said the 
government had departed from all pre- 
cedents in not resigning when the ver- 
dict of the country was against them. 
The House of Commons had now met, 
but what for? The Queen’s speech told 
them for nothing. Was the House of 
Commons to fight the battles of the last, 
six years over again? Never had a 
Bf diy issue submitted to the country 

een so fully discussed as the issue de- 
cided at the last general elections. 

Continuing, Gladstone said that Gos- 
chea’s remark that home rule must be 
carried out by an Irish majérity, if car- 
ried out, was not.at all pertinent, as the 
majority in the House swas no more 
Irish than Scotch or Welsh: Such an 
argument struck at the root of the con- 
stitution of the United Kingdom. Con- 
servatives had said that in the speeches 
of the Liberals home rule was not al- 
Ways prominent. The verdict of the 
people had shown that the country 
meant it to be prominent and therefore 

ut an end to the present government. 

e said the Coercion Bill ought not -to 
be retained on the statute book -donger 
than required by Parliamentary.@eazge. 
Gladstone credited the present rn- 
ment with aversion to nationa® debt, 


but complained that they inflieted on 


Ireland a gross wrong in making’ her a 
pretended reparation by a local toned 
ment bill too limited to satisfy Iris 
wants or offer any Golvtion'e6-sbe~teten 
trouble. 

He acknowledged that the House must 
have some light upon the future, but it 
was not possible for the Liberal gov- 
ernment to say what measures they 
would submit to Parliament six months 
hence. In regard to the suggested hold- 
ing of a sessionin November, he said 
that any government taking that course 
would show an inadequate sense of the 
magnitude of the duty and variety of 
the subjects. Ireland had fer years 
been in the forefront of battle and still 
held that position.. The principles of 
his Home Rule Bill were pretty well 
known. By its provisions there would 
be a full and effectual maintenance of 
imperial supremacy, while Ireland 
would be given the conduct of her own 
affairs. Irish representation in the 
Commons was also contemplated under | 
certain conditions. As to the form in 
which the principles would be embodied, 
it was the duty of the Liberals to select 
the best, but net they had 
been placed in power. For seven 
years the bill had received his 
first and absorbing attention, and it 
would so continue till the end. The 
House would passa bill giving Ireland 
self-government and it would then go 
to the Lords. He would not argue 
upon the probability of the Lords re- 
jecting the bill. The obligations of the 
Liberal government would utterly for- 
bid acquiescence in the rejection ot a 
measure to promote a settlement of the 
great subject. He said the various 
measuresof reform which the Liberals 
endeavored to pass while in the opposi- 
tion represented the essential charac- 
ter of the Liberal policy. 

In regard to the evicted tenants, 
Gladstone expressed hope that in the 
autumn a voluntary arrangement be- 
tween landlords and tenants would ob- 
viate the necessity for such legislation 
as would become inevitable if no ar- 
rangements were made. 

In concluding his speech Gladstone 
recurred to the Conservative argument 
that the Irish majority was trying to 
coerce England. He held that such 
was the strength of England in relation 
to other parts of the kingdom that she 
could never be coerced by them. 

Balfour followed Gladstone. He 
maintained that the Commons had a 
right to know before entrusting the 
government to the Liberals what their 
policy was. In regard to the proposed 
vote of confidence,’’ continued 
Balfour, the government might be in 
the minority, but what was the ma- 
jority? Had that motley group the con- 
fidence of the house! Before the gov- 
ernment resigned they had a right to 
ask what were the conditions under 
which the alliance between the Liberals 
and Irish would be maintaired?

The Profit and Loss Account. 

The Democrats will find it very diffi- 
cult to answer by innuendoes and sneers 
the solid statistical arguments put 
forth by Gov. McKinley in support of 
the Republican policyvof a protective 
tariff and reciprocity. 

Dutiable merchandise has decreased 
under the operation of the McKinley 
act from $478,647,844 for the year 
ending June 80, 1891, to $369,899,- 
180 for the year just closed, or $109,- 

The free list has increased $91,759,- 
793. More than one-half the value of 
all our imports is absolutely free. 

The value of our exports for the last 
year was $1,030,385,626, an increase 
of $145,854,816 over the previous 
year and the greatest in history. 

Our export trade, under protection, 
increased 1544 per cent.; the exports 
of Great Britain, under free trade, dur- | 
ing the same period fell off 54 per 
cent. 

These figures make three propositions 
manifest: 

First, that the tariff has stimulated 
home production in dutiable articles, 
cutting off more than $100,000,000 
of imports. These goods have been 
supplied by home manufactories, keep- 
ing the profits in this country, enrich- 
ing our own manufacturers and mer- 
chants and giving employment to 200,- 
000 additional workmen. : 

Second, that on articles we cannot or 
do not produce our foreign trade has 
been stimulated, thus refuting the 
Democratic cry that we have been sur- 
rounding ourcountry witha Chinese 
wall. 

Third, that it is not necessary to 
throw down all protective barriers in 
order to sell our own surplus products 
abroad. Our export trade has increased 


nearly $146,000,000,. or 15% per 


cent. 


In order to satisfy the country that 
it is not desirable tocontinue this policy 
for the increase of prosperity, it will be 
necessary forthe Democrats to show 
that poverty is better than affluence.

The San Francisco.Examiner of Mon- 
day has the following interesting article 
on stale-pest destroyers: 

Albert Koebele of Alameda, the student in- 
economic entomology, whose return home 
from Australia after.a year of research and 
investigation on behalf,of the State Horti- 
cultural‘ Bureau Was noted the other day. 
has in his possession a laige number of 
bugs and insects that he hopes to success- 
fully colonize in California, and if his ex- 
pectations are realized the scale pests will 
nave enemiesso formidable as to reduce 
their ravages to the minimum and save to 
the California fruit-growers many thou- 
sands of dollars annually. Koebele is an 
enthusiast. Inappearance he is a small, 

aliid-faced, energetic German, who is. 

Lacwe to fame as the discoverer of the’ 
vedalia, a beneficial insect j\that has done 
much good in preying upon the enémies of 
the fruit trees. He watches over his bugs 
as if they were the most oe of earthly 
posdéssions, and his friends familiarly 
speak of him as the ‘Alameda bugologist.”’ . 

The gentleman thinks that in the orcus’ 


| Australasie and the orcus chalybeus, two speci- 


mens of his bugs, and many of which he 
brought with him on his return home, .he, 
has founda resistless enemy to the red 
scale of the citrus trees and the green aphis 
of the’apple.

The belie n the fol- 
lowing facts: There has. been living in a 
house on Cypress avenue, purchased of 
Mr. Canterbury on installment 
plan, a .woman by the name of 
Mrs. M. <A. Covington, whose hus- 
band has a ranch up in or. near the 
mountains, where he spends most of his 


time, coming down once or twice a month 


to see his wife. She became quite friendly 
with Mr. Canterbury, visiting him at his 
office frequently, sometimes as often as 
three or four times’ a day. When Mf. Can- 
terbury was at South Riverside planting 
olives for the Olive Company, of which he 


‘is a member, Mrs. Covington went to that 


city and stayed a month. When visiting 
the office of Mr. Canterbury Mrs. Capriag: 
ton would frequently go into the inner of- 
fice with him andj’remain, in consultation 
for a long time, and: their actions were 
thought very queer in this respect... Mr. 
Canterbury left here on the ist and re- 


‘| mained in San Bernardino until the. next 


‘morning. Mrs. Covington purchased ,a

ures. It will be noticed that according to 
the report of the clerk of the former Board 
of Trustees, now filed With County Superin- 
tendent Seaman, the total balance of over- 
drawn warrants is placed at $3283.71, 
while in reaHty it is $7719: ° The difference 
is explained by an inspection of the books, 
where, for instance, the sumof $3177 is 
entered upunder the headof county ap- 
portionments dnd again under the State 
apportionments. The latter entry is made 
under date of May 19, but asa matter of 
fact no such sum has_ been received so far. 
Again, a balance of $875.33 is credited to 
the special fund July 1 1891, which should 
be reduced to $543.68, warrants to the 
amount of $331.65 having been drawn 
eee to that date and not charged up. 
is accounts for about $3500 of the dif- 
ference between the balance struck in the 
former board's report and the statement as 
peceeres by Mr. Boynton. The remaining 
iscrepancy of $1000 or so is explained in 
a manner similar, the individual amounts, 
however, being smaller. 

This is one side of thequestion. There is 
another, and that is that the report con- 
tains no mention of an appropriation, 
which will be received this month and 
which the directors now have reason to be- 
lieve will be nearly equal to $4000, which 
isto apply to the payment of last year’s 
expenses. Deducting this from the $7719 
outstanding and there remains a little over 
$3000 of debts to be covered by the special 
tax of $10,000. 


In commenting on the report the Star

The officers of 
the Packing Company are honest, upright 
and honorable men, in whom all who know 
them have the greatest confidence, and it 
is believed they would not wrongfully take 
any advantage of any man, The answer to 
the charges made by de Oca has been pre. 
pared by Henry Goodcell wf-San Bernar- 
dino, attorney for the Packing Company, 
and will be filed this morning. In it a com- 
plete denial is made of all the charges in 
the complaint. 


The histor of the 
déaling with de Oca and the points 
contained in the answer sub- 


stantially as follows: The Packing Com- 
pany has purchased de Oca’s fruit for 
two or three years. Last year, at his 
earnest solicitation, the company contracted 
early in the season for the fruit at a good 
round figure—much above what the same 
kind of fruit could have been purchased 
for at the time it was delivered. But the 
company held to its contract and paid the 
price agreed upon. This year De Oca again 
began early asking the company to con- 
tract for the fruit. On the 21st of May 
and up tothe 15th of June, he wrote over 
the signature of A. La Pierce, the name by 
which he was known. On the 25th of June 
the company received a telegram signed M. 
G, Montes de Oca, and were at a loss to 
know from whom it came. On the 24d of 
July De Oca (alias La Pierce) came to Col- 
ton and with Wilson Hays of the packing 
company visited the fruit ranch of De Oca, 
who endeavored to sell the fruit for $17 
per ton. The company would give but $15. 
After De Oca had returned to Los Angeles 
the officers of the packing company agreed 
to offer $16.50 for the fruit, and wired De 
Oca tothat effect. He wired an acceptance, 
came to Colton and signed a contract such 
as all purchasers sign. On the 4th of Julv 
the company advanced him $500 and a few 
days later $500 more, before a pcund of 
fruit was delivered. Afterward the price 
of fruit went up, |and Oca came and 
asked for an advance over the contract 
price. The company refused to give it, ex- 
plaining the reasons, and De Oca left ap- 
parently satisfied. The price of truit con- 
tinued to advance, and De Oca wired the 
company that as he had sold at a sacrifice 
he must have more money for it, and in 
case it should not be paid he would, under 
the advice of his attorney, break the con- 
tract. The company maintained that the 
contract was valid ‘in every particular and 
would rely upon it ta prove property. The. 
suit was then brough De Oca-to recover 
$8000, the sum he claims due because of 
the advance in priceof fruit. Thecompany 
claims that there was no effort made by 
either party to defraud the other. There 
is no combination of fruit-buyers or pack- 
ing companies to defraud growers, as any 
fruit-dealer- knows. The company is going 
to fight the case until the fact that there is 
no justice in De Oca’s claim is thoroughly 
established. The frnit of De Oca is being 
shipped to other canneries, but the pack.

SANTA BARBARA 
An Invalid Bads His Sufferings by Shooting 
Himeclfi—His Last Letter. 

A. Dauckengay, living on Anacapa street, 
committed suicide yesterday morning 
about 8 o'clock by shooting himself through 
the head with @ pistol. 

He and a full cousin named Auguste 
Leyns came to America from Belgium in 
1867 and have lived together ever since, 
neither of the having ever married. 
They lived for a Yime in Colorado, then for 
ten years in New Mexico, leaving there and 
coming to California in 1888. The two 
men rented the house in which Dauckengny 
died some three years ago, and they had 
lived together since, doing their own cook- 
ing and housekééping. He had been in ill 
health for a long time, suffering from a 
complication of diseases, until driven to 
desperation, with no prospect of relief, he 
could stand it mo longer and determined to 
end his sufferings. 

The two men had gone to bed as usual, 
sleeping in different parts of the house, when 
at 1 o'clock Leynis wascalled by Dauck- 
engny. This was mot an unusual occur- 
rence, as he frequently suffered so he could 
not sleep. He complaincd ot not being able 
to sleep, and said, jokingly, ‘You will have 
a coroner's jury up here soon."’ Leyns 
said he often spoke that way and he placed 
no special meaning to it. 

In the mornigag Leyns got up, prepared 
breakfast, both eating fairly weil. After 
breakfast Leyns left the house to take care 
of his horse, being ab%ent from the house 
perhaps twenty minutes. Upon returning 
he glanced into ss + room where Dauck- 
engny was and saw him sitting in a chair; 


| he then spoke to him, but getting no an- 


swer, went into the re@m and found him 
dead, with a pool of biood on the floor and 
a pistol lying beside it. The lady living 
next door had heard the shot, although 
Leyns being further away had not heard it. 
He had seated himself in a chair facing his 
desk, upon which he had placed a small 
hand-mirror, and while no one saw him do 
it. yet the indications «!] seem to prove that 
looking in the glass he had taken aim with 
his left hand and carefully shot himself in 
the left temple, the ball nenetrating to the 
skin on the opposite side. He had not fallen 
out of his chair, but his body inclined over 
to one side. He had lost his right arm ac- 
cidentally in Colorado by shooting himself 
in 1875. 

Mr. Leyns notified Officer Kelton, who 
stayed until Coroner Ruiz took charge. 
The body was rémoved to Hiller’s under- 
taking rooms, on State street, and an in- 
held ‘in the afternoon, the jury ren. 

ering a verdict of suicide in accordance 
with the above facts, Mr. Levns being the 
the only witness examined. Upon the table 
in the dining-room of the house the follow- 
ing note, written very plainly and beauti- 
fully in back hand, as one writing with the 
left hand would do, was found, upon which 
he had set his hat: | 

*-Good-by, dear old friend Leyns, and 
good-by forever. May God forgive me for 
this unjust and unfair act, but my suffer- 
ings and infirmities becoming every day 
‘more unbearable, make me decide to do this 
extreme act. Good-by again, and I cannot 
express myself high enough for your kind- 
ness to me and ever readiness to assist me 
throagl all my sicknesses.~

The cnife beet-sugar factory is running 
day and night with eighty-seven operatives. 
The raw beet sugar is manufactured so fast 
that thousands of pounds of it are sent to 
San Francisco every day, because the Uhino 
refinery is insufficient to handle all the Chino 
facctory makes. Richard Gird feels very 
happy at the prosperitybis sugar industry 
and ranch are having this season. It is re- 

rted that he individually will claer from 

75,000. to $100,000 from beet sugar this 
year. His most sanguine expectations for 
the crop this season have been more than 
realized.

"POLICE BUSINESS. 
A Decidedly Breezy’ Session of 


_____the Commission. 


{The Old Question of Bribery and 


Corruption Again Brought Up. 


A Resolution by Mr. Snyder That 
Caused a Sensations — 


The Department and Commissioners In- 
directly Charged With Conniving at 
Gambling in Chinatown—The 
Imputations Denied. 


The Police Commissioners met in the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon, 
with Mayor Hazard in the chair and the 
full board present. 

The chief reported favorably on the 
application of John H. F. Peck for the 
transfer of the license for the Hollen- 
beck saloon, now in the name of Cow- 
levy & Baker, and the same was granted. 

The chief reported the sugpension of 
Mounted Officer C. Farmer for violation 
of article 15 of rule 1, and on motion 
of Commissioner Lewis the action of 
the chief was approved. 

Street Superintendent Hutchinson ap- 
peared and asked that the superigten- 
dent of street sweeping be appointed a 
special officer, as he has had ednsiderable 
trouble in having teams moved. Mr. 
Hutchinson was requested to put the 
application in regular form, when it. 
will be granted. : 

The case of Officer Farmer was then 
taken up, and the officer presented a 
written statement. The officer stated 
that in making an arrest he was se- 
verely kicked and took two or three 
drinks under the impression that it 
would help him and took too much. 

After an explanation from the chief 
and others the officer, by a unanimous 
vote, was reinstated. 

The application of Theodore Timms 
for a saloon license for No. 1518 San 
Fernando street was referred to the 
chief for investigation. 

The usual demands were presented 
and approved. 

Commissioner Snyder presented the 
following resolution: 

WHEREAS, itis stated upon good author- 
ity that the Chinese gambling game of fan 
tan is being played in Chinatown on an ex- 


tensive scale in violation of the ordinance 
of the city; and 

WHEREAS, rumors are in circulation to 
the effect that police officials and certain 
members of this commission are in receipt 
ofa stated income weekly for permitting. 
said gambling games to be operated, all of 
which is unfounded; therefore be it 
Resolved, that the Chief of Police be in. 
structed to at once take steps to put a eto 


to all gambling in Chinatown by raiding all 


fantan games, by directing the officers on. 
tha Chinatown beats to locate the places 
where such games are played, and by im- 
ressing upon them. the importance of 
eeping a vigilant watch upon such places. 
Resolved, that the chief is hereby directed 
to furnish this commission at its next regu- 
lar meeting, with the names of all the lot- 
tery companies now operating in China- 
town, together with the places where said 
companies have their daily draw. 
ngs, 
The reading of the resolution caused 
a decided sensation, and for a few sec- 
onds nothing was said, as the commis- 
sioners were too much surprised to ex- 
press themselves. They soon found 
their tongues, however, and then for 
something more than thirty minutes 


Mr. Sdyder’s life was a burden to him. 


Commissioner Snyder started in to ex- 
plain what he meant by the introduction 
of the resolution, but had not pro- 
ceeded far when he was asked to give 
his authority for the serious reflections 
cast uponthe members of the commis- 
sion and police force. 

- Commissioner Snyder was not pre- 
pared to go into details. e said that 
he had frequently been asked during 
the past few months how much he was 
getting out of Chinatown, and now that 
the newspapers had takenthe matter 
up, he thought the commissioners 
should take some action. He did not 


‘believe himself that any member of the 


commission, or the Chief of Police, is 
corrupt, but he wanted the matter in- 
vestigated. 

The other commissioners demanded 
the names of the men who had made the 
charges against them, and the news- 
paper article which had called out the 
resolution was read and discussed at 
some length. 

The other members then declared 
that they would not vote for a resolu- 
tion such as the one introduced, which 
cast a reflection on every one of them, 
and at the same time gave nothing of a 
definite character on which to base such 
serious charges. egies 
- Mayor Hazard said that he had the 
utmost confidence in the integrity, not 
only of the chief, but of every member 
of the commission, and if he thought 
otherwise he would at once be in favor 
of the summary dismissal of that 
official. 

Comuwissioner Lewis. fayored turning 
over the whole detective force to Com- 
missioner Snyder to enable him to fer- 
ret out this corruption, a suggestion 
which was concurredin by the other 
commissioners with ti#e exception of 


made no charges and who objected to 
having the matter made a personal one. 

A running debate followed in which 
al] the members took part, each one in- 
sisting that Mr. Snyder should furnish 
proof to back up his resolution, while 
that gentleman insisted that he had 
made no charges and should not be put 
in that attitude. They each declared 
that they would not vote for such a res- 
olution as the one introduced, and while 
anxious for the fullest possible investi- 
gation they did not proposed to go into 
itinthat way. 


Chief Glass said he has always 
been opposed to gambling an en 
honestly trying to suppress it.

Commissioner Snyder still insisted 
that he thought the charges were un- 
founded, when Mayor Hazard asked him 
to be sworn and give the names of his 
informants, when they could be sent for 
and this whole thing settled without 
further delay. 

The other members joined in the re- 
quest, but Mr. Suyder flatly refused to 
be sworn or to give the names of his in- 
formants, but repeated that a dozen 
men had spoken to him on the subject. 
Again he was asked to be sworn and 
to give the names, and again he refused 
and asked that the matter be continued. 
for one. week, promising to give the 
names in the meantime, if it was found 
that the commissigners had a right to 
compel the attendance of Witnesses. 
Commissioner Mackey then renewed 
his motion that furtner discussion be 
postponed for one week; that the power 
of the board to summon witnesses and 
compel their attendance be ascertained, 


and that persons in possession of any 


information going to show corruption 
in the police department be requested 
to furnish the same to this board, to 
the end that the same may be fully in- 
vestigated. 

This resolution passed by a unanimous 
vote, after which the board adjourned.
